of th a t character. 
A bill for a law’ requiring such 
insurance was introduced in the last session of the 
Nebraaka legislature, but was defeated, and no meas­ 
ure of the kind was introduced at th e present session 
At the same time th a t the automobile association 
declared against compulsory insurance it proposed 
th a t laws be enacted In all the states, providing that 
every driver of a car be required to obtain a license, 
such licenses being subject to revocal or suspension 
upon the holder being convicted of v io la te s of tra f­ 
fic laws or for other reasons. Such a measure, it was 
contended, would keep irresponsible drivers off the 
highways and thus result in the protection of the pub­ 
lic.

In devising what is known as the Dawes’ plan 
Mr 
Young was the guiding spirit whose genius perfected 
that arrangem ent when ail of Europe was apprehen­ 
sive of what lay ahead, due prim arily to the th reat­ 
ened collapse of Germany. 
Her money had become 
practically worthless, her business and industry was 
impaired, and the outlook was very dark 
Through 
the Dawes’ plan, Mr Young succeeded in stabilising 
Germ an currency and Europe has been forging ahead 
gradually. 
It is but natural that threat Britain, France. Italy 
and Belgium, who benefited fully, 
since a G erm an 
debacle would have hit them nearly as heavily as it 
would have affected the newly formed republic of 
Clarlitany, should give tangible evidence of their re­ 
gard for Mr. Young 
He has established himself as 
an international financier. 
His nam e would add im ­ 
mense prestige to the final results achieved by this 
commission which is now starting its labors. 
But in an even larger measure, the success of the 
reparations commission, hinges upon the good will 
and cooperation of America. 
T he European nations 
want to sell the United States their program which in 
brief interlinks the debt questions with indemnities 
This has been an estremely sore point with the Cool­ 
idge adm inistration 
It has steadfastly insisted th at 
debts owed by foreign countries to the United States 
are in no way related to the question of Germ an re­ 
parations. 
If it were possible to secure a complete 
expression of public sentim ent, it is probable th a t PO 
per cent of the American people would be found to 
entertain a sim ilar view. To avoid any em barrassing 
entanglem ents. President 
Coolidge 
requested 
the 
American representatives to occupy a passive role at 
Hie reparation hearings. T hat is why Mr. Young de­ 
clined to head the commiidlon and suggested a Euro­ 
pean representative be chosen.

Issue bonds for this amount, and th a t G reat Britain. 
France and Italy turn over their shares to the United 
States.

would have a salutary effect. 
The th reat of being fined has no 
effect whatever 
on some people, and it Is a fact th at some have ex­ 
hibited pride in the fact th a t they had been thus pen­ 
alized. 
Being deprived of the fight to drive for the

PARS THE INHERITANC E TAX BILL. 
How m uch revenue the state of Nebraska would re­ 
ceive annually by taking advantage of the BO per cent 
clause in the federal inheritance tax law cannot be 
accurately estim ated a t this tim e; but the am ount 
would probably run Into six figures, and In the not 
far distant futdre this source of income m ight be 
yielding a million dollars or more per year to the 
state treasury. 
Since the a u te would get this extra money without 
increasing the taxes paid upon estates, it would be 
the height of foolishness not to enact the legislation 
necessary to bring it into the state’s coffers. 
The bill which has been placed on general file In

It is not purposed to disturb the present arrange­ 
m ent whereby the counties where estate properties are 
owned or located get the proceeds of a tax ranging 
from 3 to 6 per cent on individual legacies of more 
than 810,000, for the benefit of county road funds.
